But may we not ſome- 
times tell a Lye, to hide or excuſe & |

that would be a great Apgrava- | 
tion of the Fault, and add a hea- 
vy Guilt to it. And though we 


may poſſibly think te eſcape Pu- 


niſhment by telling a Lye; yet 


how well ſoever we may come 


off for the preſent, the Guilt of 
that will cer tainly, ſooner or la- 
ter, bring a worſe -Puniſhment 
upon us. For the Scripture a- 
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* ſures us, that He that ſpeabeth. Lies 
| ſhall not eſcape, Prov. Rix. 5. and 


has given us a fad Inſtance of 


God's Severity againſt Lyars, in 
the Story of Anuanias and Sap- 


| phirs his Wife, who were both 


ſtruck Dead in their Sin, Ads

TR w. We muſt obey Goa, ra- 
ther than Mex ; and not Sin to 
pleaſe or oblige any Body, though 
never get ſo much as we ſhall. 
loſe by it: For. by it we:loſe the 
Love and. Favour of Almighty. 
; God, . which, is more Worth than: | 
all the World befides. And there- 
fore as we value his Fayour, or 
ſear his Diſpleaſure, we muſt be 
Areſul neyer to be guilty of 1: 
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ing, Or any other known or wil- 
ful Sin; though others ſhould: be 
ſo wicked as. to perſuade us to 
Queſt.

Anſw. It is in a ſpecial man- 
ner one of the Works of the De- 
vil, which we - promiſed to re- 
ounce in our Baptiſm. And 
unleſs : we are willing to loſe all 
the Graces. and Privileges we were 
then entitled to, and become a- 
gain Children of Wrath, Enemies 
of God, and Heirs of Eternal Dam- 
nation; we. muſt renounce, avoid; 
and forſake them, ſo as not to do
